Inthefall  1991  issue  of  St.  Michael's 
I  reported  on  the  financial  state  of 
the  College.  I  began  with  an  ex- 
pression of  great  personal  grati- 
tude to  the  donors  to  our  Annual  Fund 
and  am  happy  to  do  so  again  this  year. 
Once  more  the  alumni  and  friends  of 
St.  Michael's  have  contributed  over 
five  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  dol- 
lars to  support  programmes  and  ac- 
tivities that  are 
essential  to 
maintaining  the 
tradition  of  ex- 
cellence that  is 
the  hallmark  of 
St.  Michael's. 

The  Col- 
lege is  enor- 
mously grateful 
to  each  of  our 
over  three  thou- 
sand four  hun- 
dred donors,  and  in  its  name  I  again 
ask  each  alumna  and  alumnus  to  join 
with  me  in  supporting  this  essential 
financial  lifeline.  As  government  fund- 
ing is  reduced  and  costs  continue  to 
rise,  fortunately  more  modestly  than 
heretofore,  the  Annual  Fund  has  be- 
come one  of  the  pillars  of  our  institu- 
tional budget. 

As  to  other  financial  matters,  the 
Capital  Campaign  total  pushes  towards 
its  goal  as  pledges  continue  to  be  ful- 
filled. A  full  report  on  the  Capital 
Campaign,  with  appropriatedonorlists 
and  specifics  about  the  state  of  the 
Campaign  projects,  will  be  published 
when  the  drive  is  completed  next 
spring.  I  wish  there  were  something 
new  and  final  I  could  pass  on  to  you 
about  the  sale  of  the  Bay  Street  prop- 
erty. As  you  know,  neighbourhood 
groupsappealedtheCity'sapprovalof 


the  project;  we  do  not  expect  a  ruling 
on  that  appeal  until  1993. 

This  delay  in  the  finalization  of 
the  sale  has  caused  our  Finance  Com- 
mittee to  review  carefully  our  position 
and  to  continue  its  bridge-financing 
plan.    You  well  know  that  we  are  in 


economically  uncertain  times;  please 
know  also  that  St.  Michael's  fully  real- 
izes this  and  has  made  hard  budget 
decisionsthathaveresulted  in  a  reduc- 
tion of  seven  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars in  our  operating  deficit,  which

nevertheless  is  still  dangerously  high 

at  two  million  two  hundred  thousand 

dollars. 

Therefore,  this  year  for  the  first 
time  the  College  has  not  automatically 
followed  the  rate  of  compensation  in- 
crease established  by  the  University  of 
Toronto  and  the  other  federated  col- 
leges, which  amounted  to  an  average 
increase  of  6.3%  in  the  second  year  of  a 
two-year  contract.  In  our  case  I  de- 
cided that  it  would  not  be  responsible 
for  me  to  recommend  this  type  of  in- 
crease for  St.  Michael's. 

Accordingly,  I  froze  senior  ad- 
ministrative compensation  and  held  a 
series  of  five  meetings  with  our  faculty 
and  staff  who  are  paid  directly  by  St. 
Michael's  from  our  own  funds.  At 
these  meetings,  which  were  held 
throughout  the  month  of  May,  I  out- 
lined the  details  of  our  finances,  the 
progress  we  were  beginning  to  make  in

reducing  our  deficit,  and  our  continu- 
ing dependance  on  the  anticipated  pro- 
ceeds from  the  land  sale.  I  am  happy  to 
report  that  there  was  a  very  full  under- 
standing reached  with  a  faculty  and 
staff  who  are  extremely  loyal  to  our 
College.  As  a  result,  an  across-the- 
board  increase  of  just  over  2%  was 
recommended  to  and  passed  by  our 
Board.  Other  aspects  of  this  year's 
budget  exercise  were  also  carried  out 
with  the  explicit  goal  of  reducing,  or  at 
least  maintaining,  existing  spending 
levels. 

My  personal  pledge  to  all  my 
fellow  alumni  is  that  each  and  every 
dollar  the  College  receives  from  you  is, 
and  will  continue  to  be,  carefully  ap- 
plied only  to  identified  priority  needs. 
Your  support  of  St.  Michael's  really 
does  make  a  significant  difference  to 
what  we  can  do  here.  With  it,  we  can 
look  forward  to  our  sesquicentennial 
in  2002  with  confidence  and  pride. 


Without  it  we  simply  could  not  con- 
tinue. 

As  in  the  past,  the  spirit  of  the 
College  remains  strong.  Faculty,  staff, 
and  administration  are  generously 
dedicated;  the  students  continue  to 
impress  me  and  are  enthusiastic,  sup- 
portive and  academically  accom- 
plished. On  June  8th  our  largest-ever 
graduatingclassat  more  than  600,all  in 
black  academic  gowns,  filled  the  body 
of  St.  Basil's  Church  for  the  annual 
Baccalaureate  Mass.  Parents,  family 
and  friends  stood  at  the  back,  in  the 
vestibule,  and  spilled  down  the  steps 
into  the  parking  lot  in  front  of  Clover 
Hill.  It  was  an  inspiring  sight.  I  wish 
you  had  been  there  with  me  to  see  it. 
You  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  St. 
Michael's. 

I  begin  my  third  year  as  President 
hopeful,  encouraged  and  grateful.  If 
you  are  near  the  campus,  please  drop 
by;  you  are  always  welcome.

/or  all  of  its  140  years  St.  Michael's 
College  has  been  blessed  with  a 
deeply  rewarding  relationship 
with  its  friends.

Con- 
fronted with  this  reality,  the  College  has 
had  a  choice:  accept  a  reduced  existence 
or  renew  its  forces  and  move  forward. 
Buoyed  by  your  solidarity,  St.  Michael's 
has  chosen  to  advance. 

On  this  new  journey,  one  of  our 
most  important  priorities  is,  with  your 
help,  the  buUding  of  a  vigorous  endow- 
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ment  that  will  enable  us  to  adapt  to  new 
needs  and  confront  future  responsibili- 
ties, and  carry  us  confidently  into  the 
future.  Simply  put,  it  is  your  continuing 
support  that  will  determine  St.  Michael's 
strength  and  vitality  in  the  coming  cen- 
turies.

-  On  12  December  1 991  Father  Petro  Bilaniuk  of  the  Faculty  of  Theology  and  the  Religious 
Studies  Department  was  awarded  the  Albert  Einstein  International  Academy  Foundation 
Medal  for  Peace. 

-  Professor  Barry  Brown  of  the  St.  Michael's  Philosophy  group  has  been  elected  to  the 
Governing  Council  of  the  UofT  as  faculty  member  representing  the  three  federated 
Universities  (Trinity,  Victoria,  and  St.  Michael's).  TTiis  is  the  third  successive  time  a  St. 
Michael's  faculty  member  has  been  chosen  for  this  position. 

-  On  Sunday  9  February  the  students  sponsored  a  Mass  in  St.  Basil's  Church  to  mark  the 
150th  anniversary  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Toronto.  Most  Reverend  Pearse  Laccy,  D.D., 
Auxiliary  Bishop  of  Toronto,  was  the  celebrant  and  homilist,  sharing  some  memories  of 
his  days  on  the  St.  Michael's  campus.  The  Mass  was  followed  by  a  reception  in  Brennan 
Lounge  in  the  Odette  Centre. 

-  To  mark  the  Archdiocese  of  Toronto's  150th  anniversary,  the  Division  of  Continuing 
Education  presented  a  lecture  series  entitled  Exploring  Our  Spiritual  Roots:  150  Years  of 
Living  the  Faith  in  Toronto.  The  five  lectures  were  delivered  in  February  and  March  by 
Doctor  Mark  McGowan,  recently  appointed  to  the  St.  Michael's  faculty  in  the  Christianity 
and  Culture  programme  and  current  President  of  the  Canadian  Catholic  Historical 
Association. 

-  St.  Basil's  College  Chapel  was  the  site  of  a  Mass  in  Irish  on  16  March.  The  Mass  was  part 
of  the  St.  Michael's  Celtic  Studies  programme's  contribution  to  the  civic  community's 
celebration  of  St.  Patrick.  Celtic  Studies  also  presented  a  day-long  Celtic  Conference  on  1 4 
March  that  featured  a  series  of  lectures  in  Carr  Hall  and  concluded  with  a  student  ceili  in 
the  evening. 

-  Dr.  John  Finnis,  Professor  of  La  w  and  Legal  Philosophy  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  gave 
the  annual  Gilson  Lecture  on  20  March  in  Carr  Hall.  Professor  Finnis's  lecture,  entitled 
"Historical  Consciousness  and  Theological  Foundations,"  outlined  some  implications  for 
ethics  and  theology  of  substituting  the  thought  of  certain  contemporary  philosophers  for 
the  classic  metaphysical  foundations  of  Aristotle  and  St.  Thomas  Aquinas.  The  lecture  was 
followed  by  a  spirited  exchange  of  views. 

-  St.  Michael's  is  the  base  of  a  new  periodical.  Relief,  dealing  with  the  teaching  of  French 
as  a  foreign  language.  The  journal  is  the  work  of  Pierre  Haillet  of  the  French  Department 
at  St.  Michael's  in  collaboration  with  the  University  of  Paris-La  Sorbonne. 

-  The  annual  alumni-sponsored  St.  Michael's  Athletic  Awards  Banquet  was  held  on  22 
March  in  the  Canada  Room.  After  a  fine  dinner,  St.  Michael's  athletes,  teams  and  coaches 
that  had  achieved  success  were  awarded  trophies,  medals,  school  letters  and  special 
mementos  of  the  evening.  Father  Harold  Gardner,  C.S.B.  journeyed  from  Rochester,  N.Y. 
to  present  the  trophy  established  in  his  honour  and  President  Richard  Al  way  was  on  hand 
to  present  the  "Coach  of  the  Year"  award  to  Lex  Byrd,  stalwart  and  long-time  Mulock  Cup 
footbal  team  coach.  The  Mulockers  won  the  Cup  in  '92  and  are  gunning  for  a  repeat  in  '93.

Lecture:  Fr. 

Ladislas  Orsy,  S.J.

On  31  March  1992,  Father 
Ladislas  Orsy,  S.J.  gave  the  twelfth 
John  M.  Kelly  Theology  Lecture  in 
the  Brennan  Assembly  Hall,  spon- 
sorcxi  by  the  St.  Michael's  Alumni 
Association.  An  internationally 
known  theologian,  ecumenist  and 
ca  non  la  wyer.  Fa  ther  Orsy  has  had 
a  distinguished  and  extensive  ca- 
reer of  studies,  teaching  and  publi- 
cation that  spans  over  forty  years 
and  five  countries.  He  is  currently 
Visiting  Professor  at  GeorgetowTi 
University  Law  Center,  and  Pro- 
fessor Emeritus  in  Canon  Law  at 
the  Catholic  University  of  America 
in  Washington  D.C. 

The  topic  of  the  Lecture  was 
"The  Conversion  of  the  Churches 
As  a  Condition  of  Unity:  A  Roman 
Catholic  Perspective."  As  a  means 
of  clarifying  and  carrying  on  the 
"movement  of  conversion"  into 
which  the  Church  entered  at  the 
Second  Vatican  Council,  Father 
Orsy  raised  six  practical  questions 
in  which  he  sought  to  examine  both 
the  historical  and  the  present  roles 
of  the  laity,  of  women  in  the  Church, 
of  the  episcopal  college,  of  the 
Petrine  ministry,  of  the  office  of 
bishop,  and  the  very  structure  and 
basis  of  canon  law.  Orsy  under- 
lined the  role  of  theologians  in  this 
process  through  the  raising  of  ques- 
tions and  the  contribution  of 
insights  which  would  be  both  faith- 
ful to  the  Church's  past  history  and 
open  to  the  workings  of  God  within 
it  in  the  future. 

Several  questions  were  en- 
tertained by  Father  Orsy  at  the  end 
of  the  lecture.  Mrs.  Marilyn  Grace 
thanked  the  lecturer  on  behalf  of 
the  Kelly  Lecture  Committee  and 
the  audience.

Thel993  ]ohn  Kell\/Theological  Lecture 
will  be  given  on  2  February  by  Father  Brian 
liehir  of  Georgetown  University,  Washing- 
ton, D.C.  The  lecture  will  be  at  8:00  P.M.  in 
the  Assembly  Hall  of  Brennan  Hall. 

A  priest  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston, 
Father  Hehir  is  Associate  Vice-President  for 
Church,  Society  and  the  University,  of 
Georgetown  University,  and  Research  Profes- 
sor of  Ethics  and  International  Politics  there. 

An  internationally  respected  authority 
on  Catholic  teachings  on  justice.  Father  Hehir
